the proposal recently. 

He characterized as absurd the m-i>- 
or's accusation that he conti-oUcd the 
board of tax appeals and said Curlrv 
can do more to restore prosperity by 
cutting down the assessment on biisi'- 
ness real estate than by any ot th« 
measui'ea ho is advocating. 

Mayor Curley. wlien he learned of 
Whiteside's statement, said: 

"Let him ride until tomorrow. I'd 
rather answer him then." 

Mr. Whiteside said: 

"If tlic mayor could see hl.5 way, in 
this distressing but temporary period of 
depression, to reduce a.sse.ssmenLs on 
real estate used for business and com- 
mercial purposes — Including hotels. 
apartment and lodging house.i— sufF- 
clently to allow such real estate ,i 
chance to live and to encnurage .<;a!r.'5 
and purchases, he would make a far 
greater contribution to the restoration 
of prosperity then he is likely to make, 
in my opinion, by any of the measures 
he Ls advorating. i 

"As to the Massachusett,<! Tax A.s.'io- 
ciation, the mayor does not say I con- 
trol that. If he did it ■would be a« 
absurd as his statement that I control 
the board of tax appeals. He says I 
am it.s counsel. A counsel is a helper 
and adviser and not a dictator. 

"I did not dictate the propasal of th» 
Tax Association that the municipal 
finances should be subject to greater 
slate control than exists at present. 1 
did not even originate it. It was adopted 
after careful lhn\ight and study by .n 
singularly Intelligent and well Informed 
body of men. '

'Unemployed March 
on City Hall 

Demonstration by 300 Attractf 

Crowd of 3000 in School St 

• — Seek Council Hearing 

Another demonstration of the unem- 
ployed similar to that of a tew months 
ago took place on School street In front 
C't City Hall this afternoon, in response 
to an appeal by an organization known 
as the Unemployed Council ot Boston, 
721 Washington street. Police met the 
delegation of several hundred persons at 
(he entrance to the City Hall yard and 
refused admission to all but a commit- 
tee and kept tlie crowd moving down 
School street. 

The object of the demonstration was 
that of a showing of strength before the 
City Council under the slogan "Don't 
starve, don t kill yourselves." The no- 
tice that had been sent out also re- 
marked; "l^et those that are responsi- ; 
ble for our suffering provide for the un- 
employed. Organize and fight. Turn 
Cut in the thousands with your tpIvm 
and children and we will demand from 
the city officials to provide us with un- 
employment relief." 

Whlel the so-called official notice of the 
march upon City Hall made no mention 
of the Common a.8 a g:atherlngr place, that 
fact was emphasized at recent meeting* 
of the unemployed council, held every 
Monday and Friday afternoon. It wa« 
estimated that about 300 persona gathered 
on the Common and that within an hour 
the crowd had bees augmented to a thou- 
sand or more, moat of them Idle spec- 
tators. There was no formal marching 
order from the Common to School street 
the men and women being told to avoid 
any overt act that would cause the 
police to move against them. At the 
head of .School Btrcet, however, the crowd 
which at that time numbered perhana 
3000 persons, moved almost In a soUd 
mass overflowing from the tidewalks Into 
the street and therefore mingling with 
the vehicular traffic which at that tlrne 
1 was heavy. Three or four policemen stood 
I at each gate at the entrance to City Hall 
yard and were obliged to use force In 
persuading the crowd to keep on th« 
move. Captain Martin King of Station 
2, m Civilian clothes, directed the ha„. 
dling of the crowd. Although the masa 
moved slowly following its leader there 
was at no time any suggestion of trouble 
A committee of five young men wa» 
admitted through the gates to seek an 
interview with the mayor, if possible, and 
also the City Council which was In regu- 
ar session this afternoon. 'When Super- 
Intendent of Police Michael H Crowley 
arrived on the scene at 2.30 there wer» 
only a few hundred spectators on the 
opposite side of the street watching for 
developments.

It was also arranged that for t:ie first 
five years the airport should be leased to 
the Army for regulation, with the agree- 
ment that it should be open to full use 
for civilian pilots. The latter part of 
May the Boston Airport was nearly com- 
lOeted and on June 3 a wandering pilot 
made the first, although unofficial land- 
ing on the field. On June 5, 1923, Lieu- 
tenant R. Curtis Moffett, commanding the 
Army Air Corps Detachment and conse- 
quently In charge of the airport, made 
the first official landing. This was ai 
flight from Fraralngham with James T. 
Williams, then editor of the Boston 
Evening Transcript, as a passenger.

The total cost of the airport to date has 
been a little under five million dollars, of 
whioh private or commercial Interests 
have spent less than half a million dol- 
lars.

The length of runways listed for the 
future will be possible under the filling 
now contracted for, although they will 
not all be finished Immediately.

With the growth ot aviation a bus 
line to the airport will become a nece«-l 
slty and a possible development to make 
the field more accessible and overcome ' 
delays due to traffic congestion in the ' 
vehicular tunnel and about it will be 
the extension of the East Boston subway 
tunnel to the airport Just as the under- 
ground runs from l^ondon to Croydon.

The vote against flip pa.^sagp of the 
$920,000 loan ordpr. recommended by 
Mayor Curley, was 12 to 7. Reconsidera- 
tion and a.'^signmpnt to the next meet- 
ing wer^ refused by a \oice vote. 

On roll call Councilmen Arnold. Co.v. 
Dowd. F'ish, Fitzgerald, Gallagher, 
Green, Hem, Kelly.

t)etween Dorchester and Roxbury.

Nearly 1000 attended the .sale and a 
tea arranged- by Miss Curley.

The city of Boston paid out $176,000 for 
personal injury oases in 1929 and $83,000 last 
year. The bill was $158,000 In 1928 and prob- 
ably ■will not be much more than $90,000 this 
year. 

What liHs brought about this reduction? 
One facetious city official thus explains it: 
"We have granolithic sidewalks now in many 
places. Formerly, when Mrs. Somebody gave 
her husband a black eye, he would pry a brick 
out of the sidewalk and hide It, and take his 
black eye and a lawyer to the law department 
the next day and make a claim for damages 
due to defective footing. And often he'd 
collect." That is another way of stating that 
many of the claims against the city were based 
on pure fraud. 

The savings are due to a rule set up by 
Mayor Curlcy and Corporation Counsel Silver- 
man. The old theory was that court actions 
were expensive and that the city would be the 
gainer by settling clainis without litigation for 
moderate sums. The new belief, on which the 
law department now operates, is that quick, 
easy proceedings, during which an injured per- 
son need net appear before a jury or a Judge, 
tend to aggravate the situation and to encour- 
age fraud. The thing had developed into a 
racket, in which various lawyers and doctors 
partir'na'.:ecl. The statistics of the last two 
years would seem to prove that the old theory 
is unsound. 

The law department insi.sts on the trial of 
ca.ses in which a doctor or lawyer of question- 
able reputation, who has appeared in other 
tort actions, will be called on to testify. The 
immediate result was that many plaintiffs "quit 
cold" rather than subject themselves to ques- 
tioning. Suits apparently well based are set- 
tled without court processes, but every case in- 
volving the payment of more than $100 goes 
to Corporation Cnun.sel Silverman himself. 

The judges of the municipal courts have 
also been of great a.ssistance in stamping out 
fake claims. It is a bold lawyer who will now 
press hi.s suit against the city before a suspi- 
cious bench, and expose his client to examina- 
tion. There is a belief among the lawyers that 
the days of ea.sy collections from City Hall 
Irea.sury arc gone. At any event, they have 
fallen off to a gratifying degree. 

And wli.ll would happen If nil the com- 
panies which write motor insurance should re- 
fuse to settle withoiit a .suit any ca.se of q\ics- 
tionable merit? The position of most of the 
companies now is that it is cheaper for them 
to pay the "nuisance value' and get rid of 
them, with a minimum of trouble, than to let 
them go before juries. The experience of the 
city would indicate that there might be a sub- 
stantial saving if the insurance companies all 
became more exacting in the settlement of 
claims.

Taxes Must Be Fair 

bhall ttie wealthy corporation be favored at the expense 
of the small home owner? This is the nub of a direct chal- 
lenge made by Mayor James M. Curley to the Slate Boar4 
of Tax Appeals. 

His Honor goes so far as to ask that the 
be abolished. Further than that, he asks 
District Attorney William J. Foley of Suf- 
folk County to start a grand jury inquiry 
into what the mayor calls a "racket system" 
among certain attorneys and real estate ex- 
perts. This racket, in the mayor's opinion, 
is an organized scheme for tax abatements. 
The State Board of Tax Appeals was 
under severe fire at the State House 
Wednesday when certiun members of the 
Massachusetts Assessors' Association de- 
clared that important Board decisions 
benefited only corporations and wealthy persons. 

The mayor has boiled over particularly at the action of 
tiie Tax Appeal Board in reducing the property assessment 
of the Boston Consolidated Gas Co. by $3,500,000. 

This reduction in valuation means that the city will have 
to return to the gas company $107,800 of taxes. It means 
that the city is out that much money and that the burden 
will have to be spread on other property owners, including 
the smallest home owners. The mayor also cites in his 
complaint the million-dollar abatement to another wealth)' 
corporation, the Boston & Maine Railroad Co. 

It seems as though, in this gas company case particu- 
larly, the Tax Appeal Board could have resolved the seri- 
ous doubts involved in determining the values of under- 
ground mains and pipes in favor of the Boston Board of 
Assessors rather than in favor of the wealthy corporation, 
especially when it is apparent that the de- 
termination of these values involves a large 
amount of guesswork. 

It is a fair argument that a govern- 
mental tribunal like the State Board of Tax 
Appeals should support another govern- 
mental agency like the local Board of As- 
sessors whenever possible. 

The mayor feels that the Tax Appeal 
Board, disregarding its duty, has catered 
to wealthy interests and has given these 
interests the benefit of the doubt, and that 
this attitude imposes a greater burden upon the small prop- 
erty owner, who, because of his limited means, is unable to 
prosecute his case before the Tax Appeal Board. 

The complaint made by certain members of the Massa- 
chusetts Assessors' Association, followed directly by Mayor 
Curley's charges, would indicate that the situation needs 
investigation. 

Carrying a more sinister suggestion are the mayor's ac- 
cusations that some attorneys and real estate experts are 
"racketing" in the tax abatement field. 

He directs the district attorney's attention to inquiry 
now in progress in New York city into a scheme of this 
nature. 

If there is evidence of unethical practice among any 
lawyers or real estate experts, this evidence should be sub- 
mitffd to the district attorney for presentation to the grand 
iiirv.

Although the questions were leyciled 
at Mayor Murphy, tlicy so obviously In- 
volved Mayor Curley's attitude toward 
free speech on Boston Common, cen- 
sorship of book.s and plays, and his ban 
I on breadlines and dormitories for job- 
less single men, that Mayor Curlcy an- 
swered the questions himself. , 
DKIKNDS rOI-KY 

In dctcndiuK li's policy of public 
works to provide unemployment relief 
he .said that he had been before the 
Legislature each year for the past two 
years to ask for money, and that each 
time he had received a major portion 
of his request. This year he received, 
authority to borrow $30,000,000, and' 
v.'iU present a similar program in Jan- 
uary. 

Mayor Curley chuckled and smiled 
when Mayor Murphy, in reply to ques- 
tions, tflld the audience that a radical 
might say anything he wished on any 
street corner in Detroit without obtain- 
ing a permit: that Detroit had no sUlct , 
book and play censorship; and that Dc- , 
troit housed from 12,000 to 14,000 single] 
Jobles.', men in Idle factories and fed | 
them during the winter inontl\s. Mayor j 
Murpliy denied that drifters and loafers | 
had come to Detroit to take advantage 
of city welfare experiment.-;, which he 
described as the iiio.st ambitious of any 
American city. 

Because of financial restrictions 
placed on Detroit by the legal debt 
Itmtt and by bankers, and because of 
the delinquency of taxpayers, the city 
will have only about two-thirds as much 
money to spend lor reUff ,tbte winter 



as last, but expect!! to ralsfe tlie refet 
from private sources; Senator Couzens 
has already subscribed $1,000,000, 
Mayor Murphy said. 

Both Mayor Murphy and Mayor Cur- 
lcy made repeated criticism of President 
Hoover '5 admini.st ration. 

"American cities of late years have 
become the battleground of social jus- 
tice," declared Mayor Murpliy. "The 
state capilols in many in.stances are 
too far away from the people. The 
government Ht Washington is too far 
away, too indifferent. The municipal- 
ities themselves must wrestle witli the 
great social problems of this era of 
transition." 

He said that Detroit's unemploy- 
ment commis-sion, composed of experts, 
wa;> studying the question of the five- 
day wcx>k and six-liour day, and wlien 
il,s findings were finished, Deti-oit would 
act "without waiting for 'Washington." 

"DEXnoiT NOT BANKRUPT" 

He a.ssailed Congress for adjourning 
ill the face of the great iuternational 
calamity and said that a .special ses- 
.s.on should have met at once. 

Mayoi- Curley later added that thi.s 
Boston conference on tlic stabilization 
of employment had already proposed 
a fc-derai mdustrial planning commis- 
sion and the Immediate application of 
the five-day weei:. 

Although in Detroit 150.000 wage 
earners were thrown out of work, plac- 
ing 500,000 persons in need, something 
KO(Xl for the city has come out of the 
depression. Mayor Curley declared. "A 
newborn sort of social consciousness 
had come to Detroit. The Liberals, 
young people and scliixil teacliers. arc 
lifting their eyes toward tomorrows 
horizon. 

"Inaccurate Information has been 
.sent abroad that Detroit Ls almost a 
bankrupt city. That is not true. A gov- 
ernment can have a humanitarian at- 
titude and still give the people good 
liscal management. Due to retrench- 
ments in all departments, Detroit is 
.■^IX'ndiiis $15,000,000 less than last 
.\ear," Murphy continued. 

"A survey by exix-rt s(X?ial workers 
showed that the average Income of 1000 
families whose names we were forced 
to cro.s,s ofl the welfare li.st last summer 
was $2.00 a week. They were found to 
l>e receiving lielp from their neighlx)rs. 
Obviously they were largely in poor 
neighborhoods. It was another case of 
the poor feeding the poor, a condition 
which has existed for centuries. 

"Yet with all the tmhappinoss and 
demon.stratioiis in Detroit last winter 
there never was a disturbance of any 
kind. lYee speech has iUs full and com- 
plete sway in our city, a.s much for 
these who hate us and seek t<j destroy 
U.S as anybody else. 

"That is the only way to keep free 
government and to keep the govern- 
ment clo.se to public opinion. There 
can be no democracy without free 
speech. The only way to preserve free 
.speech for ones self is to preserve it 
for the other fellow. Where free speech 
i.s not allowed democracy Is a misnomer 
and may become nrtnnllv dantrprrtiiQ "

Mayor Curley stated at the meeting 
that he did not want to .lee residents 
of New England tossed around to the 
accompaniment of traffic tftgn when 
they parked their cars in downtown 
Bo.ston while doing their shopping. He 
paid he wanted every opportunity 
given visitors to Boston for Christmas 
shoping to shop undisturbed by polici 
tngs. 

Several month.i ago Mayor Curloy of- 
fered the plan to allow ears to park 
for 12 hours on alternate sides of the 
streets, one side to be used from 1

12-HOUR PARKING RULE 

Tlie traffic commis.sion has pas-sed an order 
establishing the alternate or 12-hour pai'klng 
system in most o£ the downtown streets. The 
arrangement will go into effect very soon, prod- 1 
ably within three weeks. Ju.st what will happen! 
then, nobody .seem.s to know, for the venture ls| 
candidly called an "experiment." 

Unless a great many streets are excepted from I 
the rule— in which ca.>;c the system will hardly 
bo "uniform"— Baston will probably have some 
o£ the prettiest traffic mr.s.scs in its experience. 
It seems unwise to adopt the same rcRulation 
for a street twenty feet -^'ide and for another o£ 
fifty feet, or for one used by 500 vehicles dally 1 
and another u.sed by 5000. If the new rule en- 
ables more motorists to park In the shopping 
district, it will be miraculous, permitting:, as It 
docs, two cars to monopolize during the day a 
space which a dozen or more might share under 
the one-hour system. 

But, after all, arguing abcut parking rules It 
rather futile. There are two basic considcratiom 
■which better deserve the city's study. The first 1 
Is that all iTarking regulations arc Impotent | 
things until the IjOgi.slatiirp gives the jxUlce & 
stronger weapon with which to enforce them 
and until the police use It with vigor and Im- 
partiality. Secondly, many of Boston's down- 
town streets arc so narrow that their xis« | 
should be confined exchisively to moving vehi- 
cles If real progress ever is \a be made, larije 
off-street parking areas must be provided either 
under bullding.s, in garages, or on vacant lots. I 
Whether the city or private organizatloni 
should provide this needed parking .space Is a 
moot question. But there Is no doubt that H ti 
desirable. 

Meanwhile the traffic commission's latest | 
gesture only adds to the confusion In the pub- 
lic's mind and may aggravate the traffic prob- 
lem. Boston streets will undoubtedly be more 
crowded with cars than ever during the Christ- 
mas shopping season, but that does not mean 
that more business will be done.

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Retail Trade 
Board Opposes 
Mayor's Plan 

Believes Alternate Parking 

Would Increase Fire and 

Accident Hazards 



The Retail Trade Board of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce went on record 
through a special committee today as op- 
posed to the alternate parking rule pro- 
:'Osed by Mayor Curley to the Boston 
VraffSc Commission. The commission al- 
ready has taken steps to put the plan 
into effect on all except al)0ut twenty 
streets in the city and Is scheduled to 
take final action on the proposal at a 
special moetinpr Friday. In recording- its 
opposition, the Itetail Trade Board re- 
iteraten iia sLaiement issued July 20, last, 
when the alternate parking: plan was Hrst 
suKprestod. 

The board believes that the proposed 
plan will not only result in chaotic trafdc 
condllion.s but will bring; about Kreater 
tire hazard."! bccaiiso of inereaaed conges- 
tion in the .streets during: tlio holiday 
shopping period. The changing- of ve- 
hicles from one side of the street to the 
other at 1 P. M., the board feels, also will 
create danger to pedestrian traffic which 
is at its height at that hour. 

TIio members of tiia board's committee 
declared that they believed Mayor Curley 
had proposed the alternate parking rule 
In good faith and that they were sure 
he did not wish to injure retail trade or 
create new halyards. 

The board announced that it -would file 
a petition with the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission for a piiblic hearing on the pro- 
posed rule in the Iwlief that other in- 
terests which believed the i)lan objection- 
able would desire to l>e heard. The board 
al.so announced that a letter had t>eon 
sent to the traffic commission urging that 
It put In effect a special plan for traffic 
control during the holidays suggested by 
the Civic Bureau of the Chamber of Cotn- 
merce In conjunction with the Retail 
Trade Board on Nov. IB. 

The principal points In the plan fa.vored 
by the two organizations are the elimina- 
tion of cruising taxlcabs on Washington 
and summer streets; the painting of 
safety lines from Avery street to Frank- 
lin street on \Va..shlngton street six feet 
from either sidewalk to permit th<' over- 
flow of pedestrian traffic: the elimination 
of all parking on Washington street be- 
tween Avery and I'''ranklin streets and 
the elimination of the left turn from 
Washington street into winter street. 

The Uetail Trade Board and the Civic 
Bureau, In a letter to Joseph A. Conry, 
chairman of the Traffic Cotnmlsslon, 
dated Nov. 16, wrote: 

"The Retail Trade Board, in co-opera- 
tion with the Chamber's Committee on 
Trafflc Control and Safety, has been at 
work upon a plan for trafTlc control In 
the central retail district during the 
Chrlatmns shopping period. As you 
know, this period always places an exces- 
sive strain upon the street system and 
extraordinary methods are necessary to 
maintain a free movement of traffic, to 
reduce conKestlon delays and to guard 



against TM5olil*ntii. "W« preMint' «<atnr 

certain recommendations requiring action 
by your commlBslon, and urge favorable 
action thereon. We suggest that the plan 
apply during the entire month of Decem- 
ber: 

1. — That the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission eliminate the left turn from 
Washington street into Winter street. 
2. — That the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission paint pedestrian lanes in the 
roadway adjacent to the curb on 
Washington street from Avery street 
to I'''rankUn street, and prohibit the 
passage or stopping of vehicles 
within these lanes. 

3. — That the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission paint new stop lines several 
feet farther back froni the Inter.sec- 
tions on Washington street, at Kum- 
' mer street, Temple place, Bedford 

street and .sucli other In tensed ions 
as may be needed. 

4. — That the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission endeavor to detour through 
traffic around th ecentral retail dis- 
trict. 

n..— If Kiu'CPtJK is Mitaincil in by- 
passing through trafiic and cliniin- 
, ating cruising taxlcabs on Wa.shlng- 
ton street, hmger pedestrian i)crlods 
might Ijo possible in the traffic signal 
light cycles, the time to be taken 
from the Washington street period. 
Our pl.an includes also several recom- 
mendations within the jurisdiction of the 
police commissioner. In order th.at you 
may have the entire picture before you. 
I submit these recommendations on the 
atached memomndum.

The Chaml>er of Commerce organiza- 
tlonw also submitted recommendations 
to Police Commissioner Kugcne C. llult- 
man relative to traffic control during the 
Christmas shopping period as follows: 

I. — That the legular force of traffic 
officers assigned to intersections in the 
central retail district l>e augmented by a 
small force to perform the extra duties 
outlined below, and that the police i-oni- 
inlssloner nniuuince the assignment -md 
spercial Instruction of these forces to 
assist !n keeping traffic moving and safe, 
so that Chrlsthas shopping may be car- 
ried on more conveniently. 

2. — That police officers bo stationed on 
such cross streets as West street. Tem- 
ple place. Winter street and Bromfield 
street, {not at the intersections) to elimi- 
nate double parking, and in general to do 
anything else along these streets which 
will keep traffic moving freely, and that 
a police officer Ixi stationed at tho corner 
of Bedford street and Harrison avenue

4. — That a police officer exercise super- 
vision over tho taxicnl) stands on the 
Ciommon side of Tremont street, to pre- 
vent practices which tend to congest traf- 
fic, such as backing Into place and "slow 
moving" or "double parking' to await a 
vacancy.

The Boston Retail Trade Board went 
nil record yesterday as opposing the 
12-hour parking rule proposed by 
Mayor James M. Curley to be effective 
Dec 1. In outlining their objections 
to the proposal, members of a opecial 
committee reprcEcnting the board ex- 
pressed the opinion that "traffic chaos' 
would result from the alternate park- 
ing plan. 

It was said that the board would 
ask a public hearing on the proposed 
alternate parking plan, in a week or 
10 days, na that other interests op- 
posed to it.s adoption may have an op- 
portunity to register their protests. 

The Letter to the Mayor 

The following letter was sent to 
Mayor Curley late yesterday afternoon 
l>y the Retail Trade Board of ths 
Chamber of Commerce: 

"Affirming our position on the mat- 
ter of uniform alternate parking as 
expressed in our memorandum to the 
Boston Traffic Commission on .Iiilv 20, 
copy of which was sent to Your Hon- 
or, the Retail Trade of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce objects very 
strongly to the rule you propose for 
Boston during the Christmas season. 

"We believe that the imposition ot 
the rule just at the height of the 
Christmas business season will create 
a chaotic traffic condition which will 
be very serious, not only to the busi- 
ness interests, but to the pedestrians 
who use the streets in such largB 
numbers in the retail district. 



plan for trafHo control during the holi- 
days as proposed by the ctvlo bureau 
of the Chamber, in conjunction with 
the Retail Trade Board, last Nov 16. 

The highlights of this plan are the 
elimination of cruising taxicabs in 
Washington and Summer sts; the 
painting of safety lines from Avery to 
Franklin sts in Washington st six feet 
from either sidewalk, to permit the 
overflow of pedestrian traffic; elimina- 
tion of all parking in Washington st 
between Avery and Franklin sts, and 
the elimination of the left turn from 
Washington st into Winter st. 

The adjourned meeting of the Traffic 
Commission was held yesterday morn- 
ing, and one more street and a portion 
of three others were added to the list 
of those which will be exempt from 
12-hour alternate parking. They are 
Court sq, Lynde st, from Green st to 
Cambridge st; Salem st, from Hanovef 
st to Charter st, and Washington st 
from Milk st tn Adams so. 



Sees No Aid to Trade 

"We appreciate your desire to help 
Boston business, but we do not be- 
lieve your plan will accomplish this 
end.

•rjio retaU trade board of the cham- 
ber of commerce, through iw manager, 
Daniel Bloomfleld, last night sent to 
Traffic Commissioner Jaieph A. Conry 
a demand for a public hearing on the 
traffic commission's new 12-hour alter- 
nate parking rule. 

The demand was accximpanled by the 
signatures of 25 registered voters. As 
required by law, the commission must 
hold a public hearing within 30 days. 

This action wa.-; rxpectcri [a hold up 
final promulgation of the new parking 
rules until Jan. 1, 1932, at the earliest. 
In such an event the attempt of Mayor 
Curlcy to solve Bo.iton's traffic prob- 
lems by alternate parking during the 
holiday rujh will be futile. 

The retail trade board believes that In- 
stead of simplifying the park problem, 
relieving traffic and attracting larger 
shopping crowds, the actual results will 
be just the oppaslte. 

Under the law the proposed changes 
must be announced In the City Record 
for two successive weeks. Such an an- 
nouncement cannot be made until after 
the public hearing, and thus it prob- 
ably will be well after Chrtstmas before 
the changes can be put Into effect. 

Should this attempt to hold off the 
alternate parking rule fall, members of 
the council of the trade board said last 
night an injunction will be sought be- 
fore a superior court Judge to prevent 
the traffic commissioner from putting 
the regulation Into ciiect. 

The traffic commission will meet 
again tomorrow morning to receive the 
formal opinion from Corporation Coun- 
sel Samuel Silverman on the regulation. 
The meeting also was to have taken a 
final reading on the new rules. 

Mr. Bloomfleld also sent the demand; 
for a public hearing to Mayor Curley, 
together with the request that the 
traffic commission postpone application 
of the new regulations until after Jan. 1.

As this hearing, under the 
law, must be given within 30 days, the 
trade board had assumed that because 
of the importance of the Issue most 
of this period would necessarily be 
taken up In the time allowed for pre- 
paration and presentation of Its cast 
Then as the law further requires that 
the changp,<i must be first advertised 
two successive wcefo In t. ? City Rec- 
ord, the board was confident that thf 
new rule couM not become operallvi 
before Jan. 1 at the earliest. 

SILVERMAN TO ACT 

Samuel Silverman, corporation caun 
sel, will go before the traffic comni Is 
sion today, however, and acivke it tl.ia 
It may proceed immediately with co.<o 
sidcratlon of the trade board's petition 
—that it may, if it sees fit, hold a 
hearing on the petition and give Its 
decision tomorrow. 

Mayor Curley, officials said, does not 
think the retail trade board is certain of 
ita own position, and his directions are 
that the traffic commission expedite 
consideration of the board's protest so 
that the new rule will be put through 
in time for the holidays. Tlie commis- 
sion, with tJie possible exception of Po- 
lice Commissioner Hultman, Is prepared 
to meet his wishes.

LEGAL COMPLICATION 

A new legal complication which arose 
yesterday, however, may tear down the 
mayor's program. This is the question 
of whether the traffic commission has 
the power to allow 12 hours' parking 
outside an abuttor's place of business 
if he objects, on the ground that It 
interferes with the normal conduct of 
his business. 

This doubt is causing the city officials 
oat'King me mayor's plaas consicicrable 
worry. They expect to mcrt it witli tlic 
argument tliat the traffic commi.s.sion 
does not affirmatively allow parlsijig on 
any street but docs it iiegativelv by 
prohibituis parttiiig on the othcr"sidr.

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THE UNEMPLOYMENT FUND 

There Is some confu.sion in people's minds 
a-s to the exact destination of the mont^y now 
being raised at various "benefit.s" for Bo.ston's 
unemployed. Just where does the .$21,000 ob- 
tained by the motion picture theatres at their 
recent midnight shows go? How would the 
money which the Boston College-Holy Cross 
game migiit have attract«d be used? nie 
fund, whicli has also been lncrea.sed by con- 
tributions from variotus gronps of municipal 
employes, has been rather indefinitely labelled 
.is "the mayor's unemployment fund," "the 
city's relief fund," and no on. Naturally, whev 
pecfple give money, they like to know "how It 
will be distributed. 

Such contributions have been in the past, 
and presumably will be in the future, turned 
over to the overseers of public welfare. Under 
their direction, the money forms a .special fund 
which l.s kept apart from their tisual income 
from the city and is distributed to nee-'- , 
(dividuals, some of whom, because of legal 
technical, tie.-,, they would not otherwi.se be able 
to a.ssist. All applications for sucli aid, how- 
ever, are .subject to the depaxtment',-; rsl<ibli,biied 
system of Investigation and supervision. Of 
course, all "overhead" expeiLses are borne oy 
the city. Thl.-i disposition of voluntary con- 
tributions to Boston's needy seems a sensible 
and economical arrangement. 

But perhap.s efforts to Increase this fund 
'would be more succesBful If lt,s iitllii'ation were 
more clearly explained. Its sponstrfihip by a 
non-partisan committee of well-k i r„-n citizens 
might help. Fortunately mast of tlie overseers' 
obligations can be met through the ordinary 
channels of taxatloai— they will need about 
I'' ' 'M.OOO this year— but no opportunity to gain 
vohmtarv »ui ort should be overlooked.

Mayor Flatly Declares 

Changes Will Be Made in 

Any Event 

NEW PARKING SIGNS 
ARE BEING PREPARED 



Silverman Rules Alternate 

System Is Legal in Every 

Respect 



Changes in the traffic i-cg\ilatioii5 of 
Boston permitting alternate parking in 
downtown streets will go into effect 
about Dec. 7. Mayor Curley said last 
night in a telephone conversation from 
New York. 

Despite strong opposition from the 
retail trade board of the chamber of 
commerce, which sent a petition to the 
Boston traffic commission requesting 
a hearing on the changes before they 
went Into effect, Mayor Curley flatly 
declared that the changes definitely will 
go into effect. 

NEW SIGNS PREPARED 

"It will take about eight days to 
paint new street parking signs and 
perfect arrangements for the changes 
in the regulations.'' said the mayor, 
"then they will go into effect about 
Dec. 7. 

Asked whether the possibility that 
ll-e retail trade board might go to th 
courts seeking an injunction rcsti'ain- 
ing the traffic commission from pro 
mulgating the new changes in rcgula- - 
I ions had been considered by him in his 
decision, Mayor Curley replied: "Thi>t 
would not change my position. We 
have no other courac. The ruling by 
the courts the other day that the owner 
of the automobile mu.st be tagged means 
chaos in Boston. It would take 20,- 
000 police and probably more to en- 
force such laws. I am for some form 
of sane regulation that will relieve the 
police for llie detection of crooks. Get- 
ting such regulations is what we arc 
trying to do. We are trying to get 
some definite order out of chaos. And 
tjjat wc are going to do — or at least 
try to do." 

Earlier in the day. In his office at 
Olty Hall, Mayor Curley reiterated his 



belief that the alternate parking plans 
should at least be given a trial. He 
cmphaiized that "chaos actually exists 
in Boston," and some enforceable park- 
ing plan must b; devised. While the 
plan he favors may not be the panacea 
for all parking ills, he "entertains a 
very strong conviction that it will be 
a success." 

He said that Traffic Commissioner 
Joseph A. Conry had informed liim that 
"the altoniaiing plan has been quietly 
tried on a few streeLs and has worked 
like a charm." 

When asked about this. Commissioner 
Conry explained that a considerable 
number of streets had alternating park- 
ing placed in effect on them on Sept. 
30, last year, and that llicre had been 
no complaints. He stressed that these 
were the streets that the mayor must 
have had in mind, and that the plan 
had not been quietly tested on down- 
town streets during the controversy be- 
tween the traffic commission, the 
mayor and the retail trade board. 

The traffic commission met yester- 
day morninf to receive a ruling from 
Samu*l Silvi.rman, corporation couasel, 
as to the legality of 12-hour alternate 
parking. Mr. Silverman informed Chair- 
man Conry that he could give an in- 
formal opinion that the proposed 
change is legal in every respect but 
could not submit a written opinion until 
later in the day. Tne commission was 
then ready to go ahead and vote the 
new rule into effect, but Police Com- 
missioner Hultman blocked this action 
by insisting that Silverman's ruling be 
formally submitted in writing. 

Thft written opinion was not received 
until 5 P. M,, too late for action by 
the commission yesterday. The main 
feature of the ruling was its answer to 
a point raised by the retail trade board 
that 12-hour parking permitted outside 
a business establishment would be il- 
legal because it would deny the owner 
access to his place of business, Mr. Sil- 
verman held that the traffic commis- 
sion docs not "allow parking but rather 
prohibits parking on one side of a 
street under the alternate system and 
that the objection has no legal founda- 
tion. He also pointed out that an abut- 
ter may always appeal from the com- 
mission to the courts. 

Prcsei, at the meeting were Traffic 
CommLssioner Conry. Police Commis- 
sioner Eugene C. Hultman, Park Com- 
mLssioner William P. Long, John J. 
O'Callaghan, representing CommLssioner 
Thomas J. Hurley, and ChrLstophcr Car- 
ven, representing Commissioner Joseph 
A. Rourke. 

Unable to act without the ojilnion, 
the members decided in the brief .ses- 
sion to withhold action until all had 
examined the opinion. Commissioner 
Conry said that he will not call a meet- 
ing for today and the earliest oppor- 
tunity for calling a special meeting will 
be on Monday. The regular meetmg 
comes on Thursday. 

Published reports that Commission- 
ers Conry and Hultman "very nearly 



imlMloner Hultman, who said: 'Ko6 
a bit of truth in it, there's nothing to 
It." Commissioner Long said that tlie 
meeting was "one of the most pleasant 
in some time, not a single unpleasant 
work was spoken." 
Commissioner Hultman recently 
, asked Counsel Silverman for an opinion 
on whether the police can place re- 
sponsibility on the owner of the vehicle 
found to be parked In violation of regu- 
lations, but this opinion is not ready 
aa yet. Silverman hurried his opinions 
yesterday to accommodate Commis- 
sioner Conry, who hastened to his of- 
fice with Traffic Ersineer John Hurley 
for a conference after the traffic com- 
mLssion meeting. 

MAY GIVE HEARING '■ 

Whether the trade board has been! 
definitely informed that a hearing will 
be granted could not be learned laat 
night. The manager, Daniel Bloom- 
field, has gone to New York, where 
his mother Is ill. Park Commlssioher 
Long, an associate commissioner of the 
traffic com.nlssion, said that hearings 
had neve/ been denied objectors of 
traffic regulations and undoubtedly this 
policy would be continued In this case. 
It is evident, however, that Mayor 
Curley when 1 '. returns from New York 
city will insist on the greatest speed in 
passing the plan and that the hearing 
asked for by the opponents will be held 
between the time of pas-sage and the | 
date it goes into effect. 

The objection of Commissioner Hult- 
man to the placing of police officers In 
downtown streets to direct prospective 
Parkers where to place theh- cars In 
defiance of existing signs al.so pre- 
vented the regulations going into effect 
at once. He did not approve of this 
move, decided on in the interests of 
economy, and it was decided by the 
mayor to have signs painted and placed 
in the downtown sector as soon as pos-i | 
sible 

Mayor Curley in hLs statement yes- 
teray made no mention of the re- 
quirement that any change must be 
advertised in the City Record for two 
.succeasive weeks. The law Is clear 
that this is the requirement unless the 
commLssion should declare an emer- 
gency exists making necessary Immedi- 
ate operation of the change. "Mte

The Chamber of Commerce hikd 
protested that the traffic board had 
no right to permit parking In tb* 
streets. 
CI^IMS 1-L.4N A SUCCESS. 

As the new regulations must bo 
advertised twice in the City Rec- 
ord, which is published each weeic, 
December 12 is the first day that 
the system can operate. 

While Commissioner Hultman' 
objected to certain clauses and In- 
sisted on othe- modifioati .ins o£ 
the plan, he Yif<- recorded himself 
In favor of the alternate parking 
plan. 

Mayor Curley commenting on ttaa 
plan and the storm of proteit

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MAKES OWNERS 
RESPONSIBLE 

New Parking Rule Likely 
to Be Adopted Monday 



The responsibility for illegal park- 
ing Ih placed on the car owner in a 
rule drafted in an opinion given by 
Corporation Counsel Samuel Silverman 
relative to the "watchful waiting" 
phase of the parking situation, it was 
learned at Polite Headquarter-, today. 

If is understood that the rule in 
question is the one that Police Com- 
missioner Hultinan recently requested, 
after the courts had made a decision 
that the police mu.st prove who parked 
the car in prosecuting complaint.s of 
illegal parking. It is believed that 
the rule, which will facilitate the 
work of the policemen tagging cars 
for parking violations, will he adopted 
next Monday at the meetin,^ of the 
Boston Traffic Commission. 



Opinion of Counsel 

Commissioner Conry released a state- 
ment today saying that the commissun 
would meet on Monday, to take action 
upon the matter of alternate p.-ukint', 
i.s recommended by Mayor Curley. He 
said that the opinion or the corpora- 
tion counsel had ben distributed to 
tlie associate members, who no doubt 
v/,11 give it a thorough analysis over 
Sunday. 

In his opinion the corporation coun- 
■■'e' says that the proposed changes 
cjnnot became effective until they have 
bten published in the City Record for 
two successive wfeks. That would 
mean apparently that the rules could 
not go into effect until Dec 12 at the 
earliest, as the City Record is printed 
"n Saturday. 

The letter containing the opinion, 
sriit to Commissioner Conry by the 
corporation counsel, i.s as follows; 

"You have asked me to pass upon 
the form and legality of certain 
amendments to the rules and regula- 
tions of your com.niiKsion. 

"I have examined these proposed 
changes and in place thereof recom- 
mend the adoption of the enclosed 
changes, which, in my opinion, are in 
proper legdl form. 

"With reference to the legality of 
these proposed changes, I advise your 
commission that, in my opinion. If 
these changes are made in the rules 
and regulations of your commission 
they will ho in conformity with law. 
These changes prohibit parking of ve- 
hicles in certain streets of the city for 
a certain period of time, and this pro- ' 
hibition Is applicable only to one side 
of the street. The principal changes ' 
are the abolition of the one-hour rule 
in certain streets of the city and the 
abolition of other special parking regu- 
lations. 

Uequlred to Hold Hearing

The amendments referred to are as 
follows: That the rule stating that no 
operator shall stop, stand or park any 
veliicle with passenger registration for 
more than five minutes continuously 
for the loading or unloading of pas- 
sengers, nor any vehicle of commer- 
cial registration for more than 20 min- 
utes for the loading or unloading of 
materials, be stricken from the regula- 
tions, except that it shall be in force 
on such streets as the commission ex- 
empts from alternate parking. 

The rule allowing five minutes for 
passenger cars and 20 minutes for 
trucks on the side of an alternate 
parking street, on which parking is 
prohibited at the time on one side, bo 
amended by adding the entire list of 
streets on which alternate parking 
will be in force. 

The section limiting parking time; 
the one prohibiting all-night parking; 
the one allowing unrestricted parking 
in specliied place.i and the one relat- 
ing to live parking are repealed, as 
well as those providing for angle 
parking and the one prohibiting park- 
ing on the left-hand side of one-way 
streets.

When is a new rule "convenient" 
which threatens to cause great incon- 
venience? The universal twelve-hour 
parking plan giVes Boston that riddle to 
solve, with a vengeance. A regulation 
which city officials declare urgently 
needed to help Boston's stores, the stores 
themselves say they do not need in the 
slightest. In fact, they are firmly op- 
'■ posed to it. Instead of desiring to spread 
ifar and wide an Invitation to use Bos- 
ton's streets for all-day parking— with a 
'single shift at 1 P. M.-the Retail Trade 
Board declares Itself against such prac- 
tice, and strongly hopeful that the new 
rule may at least be suspended until 
after the Christmas season. 

Not prudent caution, but the swiftest \ 
possible rush to enforce the change, has \ 
been City Hall's answer. According to 
today's announcements, officials, in their 
haste, will brush aside even the require- 
ment that a change in the traffic rules 
must be advertised in two successive 
issues of the City Record before it can 
take effect. In order to achieve this, 
the Traffic Commission must solemnly 
vot« that its new rule is "urgently re- 
quired by considerations of public safety | 
or convenience." Yet those who have ! 
had years of experience with the parking 
problem, and whose interests for the 
protection of their customers is most at 
stake, declare that the rule will have 
directly the opposite effect! 

It is argued, however, that an emer- 
gency has been created by the recent 
Superior Court decision that the pohce 
cannot sustain an action against the 
owner of an illegally parked car unless 
they have positive evidence that it was 
the owner who parked the car. That 
being the condition of the existing State 
law, the corporation counsel advised the 
Traffic Commission some months ago 
that it had no power to draft a new 
regulation which would hold the owner 
de facto responsible. Now the counsel 
has reversed that decision. He has dis- 
covered means whereby the commission 
can amend its parking rule so as to fix 
the owner's responsibility. Very well, 
If that be so, that puts an end to the 
legal emergency which City Hall says 
exists. All the Traffic Commission needs I 
to do is to re-draft the present one-horn- 
parking rule so as to establish the own- 
er's responsibility. The emergency having 
been already overcome. It would be in- 
teresting to know what a court in equity 
would say of the power of an acimlnis- 
tratlve commission to enforce M once, 
Without notice and before hearing, a 
change of rule which the citizens and 
Interests most affected say Is not con- 
venient but a itroBa inoonvenlenoa.

Alternate Parking De- 
ferred Pending Attempt 
To Find Better Plan 

MAYOR CRITICISES 
j CHAMBER ATTITUDE 



Plans to oxpcnment, with 12-hour 
alternate parking on downtown streets 
durlnR the Christmas holidays were 
abandoned yesterday by Mayor Curley 
and the traffic commission during a 
conference with the retail Irade board 
of the chamber of connncrce and 
j traffic commission. 

Instead it was agreed, at the sug- 
gestion of the mayor, that any trial of 
the program be deferred until Feb. 1.

It it means the scrapping of 

I the 12-hour idea, he is ready to do so 

cheerfully, but if nothing bettor can be 

devised he will insist that this Ijo civen 

a trial in February. 

The general opinion at the amicable 
meeting which the mayor held at City 
Hall was that the organizations affec- 
ted and the traffic commission will be 
;able to agree on changes in the pres- 
ent regulations which will make possi- 
ble adoption of a uniform parking sys- 
tem without confusion and do away 
with the possibility of any sweephig 12- 
hour plan applied to downtown Boston.

Because It Is "educationally and 
economically undesirable," the Boston! 
school committee, meeting Informally 
j yesterday afternoon, refused to rescind 
an appropriation for a 36-room high 
school In the Grove Hall section of 
Doi Chester In favor of two small high 
schools at Grove Hall and in the Meet- 
ing House Hill district of Dorchester. 
This was contained in a statement 
issued for the committee by Chairman ' 
Joseph J. Hurley, who explained that 
the negative Rction placed the new 
Roxburx-Dorchester high school situ- 
ation as it was before Mayor Curley 
suggested the change to two small high 
schools instead of one large bulioing, 

William Ailhur Rellly, a member of 
the committee, in a personal statement 
explained that he had favored the 
Grove Hall section site, willing to 
change hLs vote to get construction 
started at once, and failing that had 
.ioined with the others in refusing to 
rescind his vote on the matter. 

The Grove Hall site at Wilder street 
Is opposed by the Dorchester board of 
trade and 12 other Dorchester civic 
organizations, which agitated for a site 
In Meeting House Hill rather tha»^ 
Grove Hall which is near the Roxbury 
line. Their opposition was upheld by 
members of the city council who rc- 
fu.sod to approve a loan order for the 
construction of the building at Wilder 
site and it was to settle this Impasse 
that the mayor acted as mediator. He 
favors the Wilder street site to get 
work started as soon as po.ssiblc. 
The committee statement follows: 

The school committ.<;e met in- 
formally this aft<'rnoon In conse- 
quence of the vole of the city 
council yesterday and the stafe'- 
ments in the press in connection 
with the vote.
